1.  A  15%  buyers  charge  will  be  added  to  the  hammer  price  of  each 
lot  purchased. 

2.  All  bids  are  per  lot  as  numbered  in  this  catalogue. 

3.  Bids  less  than  60%  of  the  estimate  will  not  be  accepted. 

4.  We  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  prior  to  sale. 

5.  All  successful  bidders  shall  be  billed  for  postage,  handling  and 
insurance. 

6.  We  cannot  be  responsible  for  the  loss  of  any  merchandise 
shipped  outside  the  United  States. 

7.  All  framed  items  are  shipped  at  the  purchaser’s  risk. 

8.  SMYTHE  resen/es  the  right  to  reject  any  bids  not  made  in  good 
faith  and  further  reserves  the  right  to  ban  any  bidder  from 
participation  in  its  sales  for  any  reason  deemed  appropriate  at  our 
sole  discretion. 

9.  A  SMYTHE  auction  bidder  expressly  waives  any  claim  or  right  to  any 
accounting,  damages  or  compensation  arising  out  of  SMYTHE’S  failure 
to  receive  or  execute  any  bid  due  to  exclusion  from  our  sales,  clerical 
errors  or  other  causes.  No  bids  will  be  accepted  from  any  person  who 
has  not  signed  a  registration  form  or  a  bidder  sheet. 

10.  United  States  coins  and  currency  will  not,  in  conformity  with  law,  be 
opened  at  less  than  face  value. 

11.  No  “buy”  or  “unlimited”  bids  will  be  accepted.  We  will  act  as  agents 
for  all  mail  bidders  in  the  sale.  Mail  bids  below  the  low  estimate  will  not 
be  reduced.  Mail  bids  will  be  opened  at  the  next  interval  over  the  second 
highest  bid  except  where  the  intrinsic  or  regular  market  worth  of  the  item 
dictates  an  opening  at  its  fair  market  value.  Floor  bidding  intervals  will 
have  an  average  increment  of  about  5%  at  the  discretion  of  the 
auctioneer.  “Cut”  bids  (bids  at  less  than  the  regular  bidding  intervals)  will 
be  accepted,  but  they  must  be  no  less  than  half  of  the  regular  interval 
over  the  previous  bid.  Each  bidder  may  make  only  one  “cut”  bid  per  lot, 
and  if  they  are  out  bid,  they  may  make  no  further  bids  on  that  lot.

13.  All  bids  must  be  in  whole  dollar  amounts.  Percentage  increases 
will  be  rounded  up  to  the  nearest  dollar. 

14.  Check  your  bid  sheets  carefully.  We  can  not  assume  any 
responsibility  for  errors  made  in  the  amount  bid  or  lot  numbers 
listed.  Make  sure  your  sheet  is  signed. 

15.  No  minors  may  participate  in  our  sales.  Agents  bidding  on  behalf 
of  others  will  be  held  liable  if  their  principals  fail  to  make  payment. 

16.  Payment  for  purchases  is  to  be  made  by  cash,  check,  money  order 
or  bank  wire  upon  receipt  of  invoice.  No  lots  may  be  taken  away  unless 
paid  for  in  full.  A  late  charge  of  1-1/2%  per  month  will  be  charged  on  the 
invoice  total  if  payment  is  not  received  within  10  days  of  mailing  the 
invoice.  Bidders  not  known  to  us  are  required  to  deposit  25%  of  their 
total  bids  in  advance.  Credit  cards  will  not  be  accepted  for  auction 
purchases. 

17.  Title  does  not  pass  until  payment  in  full  is  received.  SMYTHE 
reserves  the  right  to  await  clearance  of  any  check  before  making 
delivery. 

18.  If  a  collection  agency  or  attorney  is  required  to  collect  outstanding 
accounts,  all  agency  and  court  costs,  witness  and  attorney  fees  and  all 
other  costs  of  any  kind  incurred  by  SMYTHE  in  procuring  judgement 
shall  be  borne  by  the  defendant.  The  signer  of  a  SMYTHE  bid  sheet  or 
participant  in  the  auction  concedes  the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the 
U.S.  in  New  York  City  or  the  New  York  State  courts  as  SMYTHE  alone 
shall  elect.

22.  No  price  adjustments  will  be  made  on  the  hammer  price  of  a  lot 
whether  there  is  a  complaint  about  the  whole  lot  or  only  one  item  in  it. 
The  entire  lot  must  be  returned  if  a  refund  is  to  be  made. 

23.  In  the  event  of  unsuccessful  litigation  the  plaintiff  shall  pay

The  purchaser  is  solely  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping 
and  insurance  of  any  items  in  their  possession.

An 
obverse  planchet  defect  at  12:00  lies  just  off  the  rim 
above  the  Indian’s  head  and  does  not  interfere  with 
any  part  of  the  design.  A  scarce  date  worth  quite  a 
few  hundred  dollars. 


1036  1921-S  PCGS  MS-64.  High  brilliance  with 
golden  toning  on  both  sides.  The  strike  is 
superb.  Add  to  this  combination  a  virtual  mark- 
free  surface,  and  the  collector  is  looking  at  a 
specimen  which  is  not  readily  distinguishable 
from  a  Gem.

1164  1857-C  Choice  AU.  A  tiny,  harmless  reverse 
edge  mark  at  1:00  is  the  only  negative  that’s 
worth  mentioning.  Bright  orange-yellow  frost 
covers  both  sides.  For  this  typically  inferior 
issue,  the  details  are  well  defined  and  the 
surfaces  (planchet  skips,  flaking,  flatness, 
bulging,  etc.)  are  as  nice  as  the  collector  is  apt 
to  find.  To  quote  Akers  “The  planchets  used  for  ■ 
striking  1857-C  gold  dollars  were  downright 
atrocious,  as  was  the  quality  of  minting.  Even 
the  best  looking  specimens  look  terrible,  and 
are  very  difficult  to  grade...  uncirculated 
specimens  generally  have  such  a  poor 
appearance,  they  rarely  bring  prices  that  are 
commensurate  with  their  true  rarity.”  With  this 
in  mind,  the  collector  will  no  doubt  appreciate 
just  how  Choice  this  near-Mint  State  specimen 
is.  Will  bring  well  into  four  figures. 


1165  1857-D  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A  few  light  scuff 
marks  can  be  seen  on  the  obverse  when  angled 
under  a  bright  light.  Yellow  frost  dominates  both  sides 
and  the  strike  is  somewhat  better  than  generally  seen.

Still,  a  top-grade  piece  for  its  kind,  and 
worth  a  substantial  four-figure  bid.

Dark, 
but  not  unattractive  orange  toning.  This  is  the  “Small 
Date  Crosslet  4”  variety,  which  is  not  listed  on  the 
PCGS  label. 


1173  1858-C  Choice  AU.  Various  shades  of  orange  and 
yellow  on  both  sides,  the  latter  color  more  evident  in 
the  reverse  lettering.  The  mintage  of  9,056  gives  an 
idea  of  its  rarity...  “very  difficult  to  obtain  in  high 
grade.”  Akers  also  states  “Most  known  specimens  are 
weakly  struck  on  the  head  of  Liberty  and  on  the 
eagle.”  This  specimen  is  certainly  one  of  the  sharpest 
struck. 

1174  1861,  1878,  1900,  1907.  AU,  some  are  Choice.  The 
1878  was  lightly  polished  years  ago,  but  has  toned 
back  nicely.  This  lot  also  contains  one  $5  Gold  piece, 
an  1881  in  Very  Fine  condition.  $700  -  $750.

1175  1869-S  PCGS  EF-40.  Orange  to  red-orange  tones 
and  evenly  worn.  Probably  an  “EF-45”  would  have 
been  more  in  line.  Only  29,500  struck  for  circulation. 
Encapsulated  in  an  older  style  holder. 


1176  1887  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Dipped  to  reveal  a 
Proof-Like  surface,  resulting  in  a  few  light  hairlines. 
Perfectly  struck,  as  one  might  suspect  of  a  low- 
mintage  1880’s  Ouarter  Eagle.  Only  6,282  struck. 

1177  1898  Very  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Has  the 

first  look  of  a  higher  grade  specimen,  but  a  bit  of 
cleaning  plus  a  few  lower  obverse  hairlines  keep  it  in 
its  present  designation.  Only  24,165  pieces  minted.

Sharply 
detailed  on  both  sides.  Lemon  yellow,  with  areas  of 
orange  toning  on  the  reverse.  A  slight  edge  defect  on 
the  obverse  at  9:00.  Not  Choice,  but  definitely  better 
than  average. 


1198  1813  VF.  A  lightly  and  evenly  worn  example  of  the 
Capped  Bust  design.  The  smooth,  virtually  mark-free 
surfaces  are  orange-yellow  in  general,  and  a  shade 
darker  around  the  peripheries.  Worth  around  $2,000. 

‘1199  1834  (4/4)  VF.  A  well  defined  example  of  the  recut  “4” 
variety.  Light  yellow  surfaces;  above  average  for  the 
grade. 


1200  1842-D  Large  Date.  About  Uncirculated. 

“Prohibitively  rare  above  EF”  states  Walter 
Breen  in  his  “Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S. 
and  Colonial  Coins”.  Detail-wise  this  is  a 
specimen  which  has  little  actual  wear.  The 
surface,  however,  does  have  many  minute 
contact  marks;  a  thin  obverse  scrape  at  1 1 :00 
between  the  stars  and  a  reverse  mark  to  the 
left  of  the  eagle’s  beak  are  the  only  noticeable 
problems  worth  mentioning.  Of  the  two 
varieties,  the  Large  Date  has  a  mintage  of  only 
21,691  out  of  the  59,608  total.  Pleasant  yellow 
toning.

1205  1880  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Well  struck,  with 
lots  of  brilliance. 

1206  1893-CC  EF  or  better.  Last  year  of  the  Carson  City 
$5  gold  pieces,  having  a  mintage  of  60,000. 


1201  1852-C  About  Uncirculated.  Probably  Mint  State 
inasmuch  as  no  wear  is  visible  on  the  highest  points 
of  this  razor-sharp  specimen.  The  granular 
appearance  doubtless  comes  from  poor  storage  or 
exposure  to  harsh  elements,  but  the  surfaces  are 
nevertheless  bright  and  pleasing.  An  even  lemon 
yellow  shade  is  equally  disbursed  on  both  sides;

invisible  to  the  unaided  eye.  A  good  opportunity  to 
obtain  a  high  grade  Charlotte  Mint  Half  Eagle  at  a  low 
four-figure  offer. 


1202  1860-D  NGC  AU-55.  With  14,635  struck,  this  is  the 
third  lowest  issuance  of  Dahlonega  $5  Gold  pieces. 
The  light  yellow  color  is  typical  of  this  “D”  mint.  The 
“softness  in  the  strike  on  the  head  of  Liberty  and  the 
eagle’s  neck  and  legs...”  are  well  documented  in 
David  Akers’  “United  States  Gold  Coins”  (vol  IV).  This 
specimen  seems  to  be  a  little  sharper  than  usual, 
especially  on  the  reverse.  Will  easily  bring  into  four 
figures. 


1207  1901-S  PCGS  MS-64.  The  same  comments  for  the 
1880  NGC  $5  piece  also  apply  here,  save  for  that  of 
the  brilliant  orange-peel  color.  A  gorgeous  common 
Liberty  Head  type! 


1208  1905  NCG  MS-64.  Light  yellow  with  some  orange 
highlights,  mostly  in  the  reverse  field.  Not  rare,  but 
one  of  the  lowest  minted  (302,200)  pieces  during  its 
last  12  years  of  issue. 

1209  1907-D  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A  lightly 
toned,  sharply  struck  example  of  this  last  issue  of  $5 
Denver  Mint  Liberty  Head  pieces. 

1210  1909  Choice  AU.  Fully  struck  and  bright. 


1203  1861-C  PCGS  AU-58.  Rare!  Only  6,879  minted  with 
few  surviving  above  VF.  This  is  the  last  year  of  issue 
from  the  Charlotte  Mint;  the  Civil  War  eventually  lead 
to  its  demise.  Scattered  (but  very  tiny)  surface  marks 
with  little  actual  wear.  Bright  orange-yellow  toning. 


1211  1910  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Superb 
frosty  yellow  and  pale  orange  toning  without 
rubs  or  breaks.  The  strike  is  equally  impressive 
and  bag  markings  are  held  to  a  minimum.  Not 
as  common  a  date  as  one  might  expect, 
especially  in  this  condition.  This  piece  could 
bring  $6,000  -  $7,000. 


1204  1880  NGC  MS-64.  Very  brilliant  light  yellow  frost  with 
the  kind  of  cartwheel  spin  that  is  generally  reserved 
for  “Gem  BU”  write-ups.  Not  quite  a  Gem,  but  surely 
worth  more  than  the  usual  “MS-64”  bid. 
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1212  1910  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A  tiny  bump  above  the 
“R”  in  “LIBERTY”  goes  almost  unnoticed  on  this 
attractive  pale  yellow  specimen.  Still  very  close  to,  if 
not,  Choice.  Worth  a  few  hundred  dollars  or  more. 

1213  1910  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Has  toning  similar  to 
above,  and  nearly  as  nice. 


1214  1911-D  About  Uncirculated.  One  of  the  most 
popular  dates  in  this  short  and  highly  collectible 
series,  having  the  second  lowest  (72,500)  mintage. 
Problem-free  with  light  orange  toning. 

1215  1911-S  and  1915-S.  Choice  AU.  Bright  yellow- 
orange  toning  on  this  San  Francisco  pair,  the  bulging 
edges  characteristic  of  the  latter  issue.  Of  the  1915-S, 
Akers  states  “This  is  the  rarest  S  Mint  Half  Eagle  in 
any  grade...”  [2] 


1216  1914  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Glossy,  well 
struck  medium  yellow  surfaces  with  a  bit  of  copper 
toning  in  lower  reverse  devices. 


1217  1914-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Glossy  light  yellow 
toning.  A  reverse  edge  bruise  at  9:00,  just  above  the 
“P”  of  “PLURIBUS”  removes  this  piece  from  a  higher 
category.  A  second  edge  bruise  above  the  first  “T”  of 
“STATES”  is  mentioned  for  accuracy  only.  Though 
these  problems  do  exist,  its  over-all  appearance  is 
attractive  enough  for  a  Mint  State  collection.  There 
are  very  few  marks  in  each  field  and  both  eagle’s 
feathers  and  Indian’s  headdress  are  sharp.  The  mint 
mark  is  characteristically  soft,  but  easily  readable. 
Should  merit  a  strong  three  figure  bid.

The  first  (No  Motto  Type) 
grades  AU  with  a  small  obverse  edge  nick  at  3:00 
while  the  1901  dates  grade  Ch.  AU  and  BU.  All  have 
excellent  color  and  reflectivity  for  their  conditions.  [3] 


1220  1878-S  PCGS  AU-58.  Sharply  struck,  with  lively 
orange  surfaces.  26,100  minted  and  difficult  to  locate 
in  any  condition.  Encapsulated  in  an  older  style 
holder.  What  is  not  mentioned  on  the  label  is  the 
Breen  #6989  designation  “1878-S  Very  small  S  ... 
rare”  which  this  no  doubt  is.  Indeed,  the  mint  mark  is 
so  tiny,  “microscopic”  would  be  a  far  better  term.  It 
would  look  more  in  place  on  a  half-dime  than  on  a 
$10  gold  coin.  Rare  in  this  state  of  preservation,  even 
without  the  micro  “S”.  This  is  an  opportunity  the 
collector  is  not  likely  to  happen  upon  anytime  soon. 


1221  1886-S  PCGS  MS-63.  Pale  yellow  toning.  Possibly  a 
grade  higher  than  indicated;  at  the  very  least,  a 
premium  specimen.  Not  rare  except  in  grades  of 
Choice  or  Very  Choice,  which  this  piece  certainly  is. 

1222  1891-CC  Choice  AU.  Fully  detailed  and  with  copious 
mint  lustre.  Practically  as  nice  as  a  mint  state 
specimen. 
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TEN  AND  TWENTY  DOLLAR  GOLD 


1223  1892-CC  VF,  polished.  1899-0  AD,  lightly  cleaned. 
An  interesting  pair  of  low  mintage  Eagles.  The  first 
piece  has  a  mintage  of  40,000  while  the  other  had 
only  37,047  struck  for  circulation.  Just  for  fun,  check 
the  mintage  on  a  1913-S  quarter,  and  its  value  in  VF 
condition.  And  the  Eagle  has  a  lower  survival  rate!  [2] 

1224  1906-D  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Not  Choice,  but 
attractive  bright  yellow  color  coupled  with  a  superbly 
detailed  strike.  1906  and  1907  were  the  only  two 
years  in  which  Denver  struck  this  seventy-years-of- 
issue  design. 

1225  1911-S  SEGS  MS-61.  Some  marks  from  the  chin 
through  cheek  are  evident,  and  obvious  enough  to 
have  been  taken  into  consideration  by  SEGS  prior  to 
encapsulation.  A  very  moderate  bid  would  be  in  order. 

1226  1913  PCGS  MS-62.  Subdued  yellow  frost.  If  “63” 
were  on  the  holder,  there  would  not  be  any 
complaints. 

1227  1915-S  AU.  Choice  but  for  a  small  reverse  edge 
bump  at  6:00.  One  of  the  rarer  dates  in  this  popular 
series,  having  a  mintage  of  only  59,000. 


1228  1932  PCGS  MS-64.  Glowing  yellow,  orange  and 
salmon  colors.  The  reverse  has  some  copper  spots  in 
a  couple  of  letters.  A  thin  reverse  bag  marking  under 
“OF-AM”  is  all  that  takes  this  piece  from  being  a  point 
or  two  higher.  Probably  worth  the  price  of  a  Gem 
anyway.

Has  the  details  and 
lustre  of  a  “Very  Choice”  specimen  but  with  a  problem 
which  stems  from  a  planchet  flaw.  An  obverse  area 
just  touching  the  forelock,  and  extending  to  an  area 
slightly  under  star  #6,  apparently  was  struck  with  an 
embedment  (copper?)  resulting  from  a 
nonhomogeneous  mixture.  Judging  from  the  fine 
diagonal  hairlines  which  cross  over  this  defect,  an 
unnecessary  attempt  to  rectify  this  problem  seems  to 
have  been  made.  The  result  of  this  treatment  is  a 
spike-shaped  concavity.  There  are  a  few  other  marks 
on  this  rare  date/mint  but  they  are,  relatively 
speaking,  inconsequential.  Should  be  seen  before 
bidding. 


1230  1869-S  ANACS  AU-50.  Obvious  wear,  but  no  defects 
or  unsightly  marks. 


1231  1873  PCGS  MS-62.  The  “Open  3”  variety,  which  is 
listed  on  PCGS’s  label.  Very  even  frosty,  medium 
yellow  toning.  Superbly  struck  details  (even  the  star’s 
centers  are  sharp)  and  very  few  bag  marks  or  other 
blemishes  for  the  grade.  The  obverse  is  Choice,  the 
reverse  nearly  so;  for  all  practical  purposes,  this  piece 
could  grade  “63”  on  the  next  go-around.  Worth  a 
strong  four-figure  bid.

1232  1876-S  NGC  MS-62.  Lush  orange  color.  Well  struck, 
no  problems  -  just  harmless  bag  marks, 
commensurate  with  this  grade.  An  attractive  U.S. 
Centennial  issue. 


1233  1876-S  NGC  MS-60.  Another  Centennial  issue,  this 
one  d’couple  of  grades  less  than  above.  Brilliant 
yellow  color,  a  little  toning  barely  visible  on  the 
obverse  edge  at  12:00  to  2:00. 

1234  1876-S  Choice  AU.  Very  close  to  Mint  State,  this 
piece  has  only  slight  rubbing  on  the  obverse  and  a 
red  copper  spot  above  “RT”  on  headdress.

An  ambitious  grade 
considering  the  numerous  minute  marks  and  facial 
cut.  Still,  a  scarce  date  with  only  81,139  struck. 


1237  1898-S  PCGS  MS-63.  Uncommonly  attractive  for  a 
19th  Century  Double  Eagle.  Has  a  cartwheel-like  spin 
to  the  brilliant  orange  lustre.  Perfectly  struck  on  both 
sides.  More  often  seen  on  20th  Century  Liberty  Head 
issues,  these  earlier  dates  are  seldom  found  this  nice. 


1238  1898-S  Polished  in  an  effort  to  remove  graffiti  in 
obverse  field.  Still  in  full  detail,  and  an  adequate 
space  filler. 


1239  1900  IGC  MS-63.  Rich  orange  lustre  on  both  sides.  A 
lovely  specimen,  definitely  at  the  high  end  of  this 
grade. 


1240  1904  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Has  the  glowing  look  of 
a  Choice,  if  not  Very  Choice  BU  with  its  sunset  colors 
but  a  thin  reverse  bag  mark  between  the  letters  “Rl” 
was  rubbed  down,  leaving  a  small  shiny  spot.  A  pretty 
piece  anyway,  and  it  should  bring  around  $400. 

1241  1907  Liberty  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  close  to  Choice. 
Evenly  disbursed  blond  mint  frost  on  both  sides. 
Pretty  and  well  struck. 

1242  1907  Lib.  and  1924.  Ch.  AU  to  BU,  average 
surfaces.  The  two  different  main  designs  of  Double 
Eagles.  [2]

1243  1909-D  About  Uncirculated.  The  fourth  lowest 

mintage  in  this  popular  and  attractive  series - only

1244  1910  PCGS  MS-64.  Brilliant  and  mostly  yellow,  some 
traces  of  orange-tan  toning  on  both  sides.  An  under- 
appreciated  Philadelphia  date,  and  scarcer  in  this 
condition  than  the  482,000  circulation  strikes  would 
indicate.

1247  1920  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Nicely  struck;  a 
slightly  more  difficult  date  to  obtain  in  Mint  State.

1249  1924  Very  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Light 
yellow  frost  with  minimal  bag  marks.  A  common  date, 
but  distinctly  above  average.

Except  for  Proof-Only  dates  and 
two  “CC”  issues,  this  is  the  lowest  mintage  (and 
rarest)  Trade  Dollar.  218,000  were  struck  for 
circulation  plus  another  700  as  Proofs.  Thick  gray- 
blue  and  peripheral  orange  colors  attest  to  its 
originality  and  decades  of  shelf  storage.  The  reverse 
is  equal  to  its  counterpart  in  strike  and  cartwheel  spin, 
deep  rose  overtones  being  the  only  difference.  Worth 
$3,500  -  $4,000. 


1269  1877-S  NGC  MS-64.  Satin  white  surfaces  which 
radiate  a  lovely  glow  when  revolved  under  a  bright 
light.  With  just  a  hint  of  gold  toning,  this  sharply  struck 
and  nearly  bag-mark  free  specimen  is  a  whisper  away 
from  the  Gem  category.  Could  easily  bring  in  excess 
of  $2,000. 


1270  1878-S  PCGS  MS-63.  A  remarkably  attractive  golden 
toned  specimen  with  both  sides  fully  struck  up.  Few 
marks  are  obvious  to  the  naked  eye,  for  a  coin  of  this 
size.  The  collector  will  not  do  any  better  in  locating  a 
“Choice”  piece,  or  one  even  a  grade  higher.  Certainly 
worth  a  premium. 


1271  1878-S  Ch.  EF,  if  not  AU.  A  delightful  bright  gray- 
white  example  of  international  U.S.  coinage,  created 
for  the  purpose  of  exporting  excess  silver  (from 
Nevada’s  Comstock  Lode)  amongst  other 
considerations.  Light,  evenly  worn  and  problem-free. 
$150  -  $175.

1272  1893  Isabella  Quarter.  PCGS  MS-65.  Officially 
referred  to  as  the  Columbian  Quarter  Dollar.  In  a  first- 
generation  holder.  A  remarkably  attractive  specimen 
with  steel-blue  gleaming  lustre  on  both  sides  and 
some  complementary  violet  and  rose  overtones.  As 
one  would  expect  of  a  limited  striking  (24,214 
released,  40,023  in  toto)  the  strike  is  superb. 


1273  1893  Isabella  Quarter.  Brilliant  Uncirculated. 

Sharply  struck,  white  frosty  surfaces  with  some  very 
minor  edge  marks  and  spots.  Not  quite  Choice,  but  a 
respectable  specimen  of  our  first  commemorative 
twenty-five  cent  piece.  $350  -  $400. 


1274  1900  Lafayette  Dollar.  PCGS  MS-64.  White, 
spinning  cartwheel  frost  on  both  sides.  Attractive  gray 
overtones.  Very  few  bag  marks  or  other  blemishes; 

An 
oddity  -  a  quarter,  half  dollar  and  silver  dollar  were  our 
first  three  commemorative  issues.  Add  to  that  the  cent 
issued  in  1909,  commemorating  Lincoln’s  centennial 
birth  year,  and  there  are  four  different  denominations 
made  for  our  first  four  commemorative  issues.
